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"DO.  THEY  WORK  III  HEAVEN?" 

I  sometimes  enjoy  meditating  upon  how  much  the  Saviour  may 
have  meant  when,  in  his  prayer  of  instruction  to  his  f ollowers ,  he 
instructed  them  to  pray:  "Thy  will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  done 
in  Heaven." 

I  do  not  feel  satisfied  in  thinking  he  referred  simply  to  the 
harmony  which  naturally  prevails  there,  because,  I  am  persuaded  that 
there  is  actual  and  systematic  work  being  accomplished  in  the  heav- 
ens of  a  similar  nature  to  that  being  accomplished  upon  the  earth  in 
its  many  and  varied  phases. 

The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  had  revealed  unto  him  that:  "Whatever 
principle  of  intelligence  we  attain  unto  in  this  life,  :it  will  rise 
with  us  in  the  resurrection.  And  if  a  person  gains  more  knowledge  and 
intelligence  in  this  life  through  his  diligence  and  obedience  than 
another,  he  will  have. so  much  the  advantage  in  the  world  to  come, 
There  is  a  law,  irrevocably  decreed  in  heaven  before  the  foundations 
of  this  world,  upon  which  all  blessings  are  predicated  --  And  when 
we  obtain. any  blessing  from  God,  it  is  by  obedience  to  that  law  upon 
which  it  is  predicated."   Doc.  and  Cov. 130: 18-21 . 

It  would  appear  then,  that  that  which  we  learn  here  is  of  eter- 
nal advantage  to  us,  and  would  harmonize  with  scriptural  references 
to  certain  things  which  appearently  take  place  in  the  heavens,  where 
our  ability  and  knowledge  can  be  used  to  give  us  eternal  joy  and 
progression. 

Records  are  kept  in  Heaven:  "And  I  saw  the  dead,  small  and  great 
stand  b6fo're  God;  and  the  books  were  opened;  and  another  book  was 
-opened,  which  is  the  book  of  life:  and  the  dead  were  judged  out  of 
those  things'  which  were  written  in  the  books,  according  to  their  works 
And  the  sea  gave  up  the  dead  which  were  in  it;  and  death  and  hell  de- 
■--■'■1  leered  '-'up  the '.'dead  which  were  in  them:  and  they  were  judged  every 
man  according  to  their  works.  And  death  and  hell  were  cast  into  the 
lake  of  fire.  This  is  the  second  death.  And  whosoever  was  not  found 
written  in  the  book  of  life  was  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire."  Rev.  20: 
12-15. 

Job  16:19:-  "Also  now,  behold,  my  witness  is  in  heaven,  and  my 
record  is  on  high." 

Keeping  records  in  heaven  is  quite  a  work.  Judging  the  people 
will  mean  quite,  a  &ask,  and  that  was  to  be  given  to  His  servants. 
Preparation  of  the  necessary  items  will  mean  quite  a  work;  indeed, 
would  heaven  be  possible  wi  thajit  work? 

Music  and  singing  in  Heaven:-  "I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven,  as 
the  voice  of  many  waters,  and  as  the  voice  of  a  great  thunder:  and 
I  heard  "he  voice  of  harpers  harping  with  their  harps:  And  they  sung 
as  it  were  a  new  song  before  the  throne,  and  before  the  four  beasts, 
and  the  elders:  and  no  man  could  learn  that  song  but  the  hundred  and 
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forty  an!  four  thousand,  which  were  redeemed  from  the  earth.  These 
ar6  they  which  were  not  defiled  with  women;  for  they  aro  virgins. 
These  are  they  which  follow  the  Lamb  whithersoever  he  goath.  These 
were  redeemed  from  among  men,  being  the  firstfruits  unto  God  and  to 
the  Lamb."   John  in  his  Revelation  instructs  us.  Rev. 14: 2-4. 

Buildings  in  Heaven:  John  said  that  he  saw  beautiful  cities 
with  walls  and  gates  of  most  beautiful  workmanship. 

Let  us  ask  ourselves  why  should  these  things  not  be  laterally 
true? 

Preparation  i_n  Heaven  for  Earth  requirements:  God  formed  or 
organized  the  heavens  and  the;earth  "and  every  plant  of  the  field 
before  it  grew.  For  I  the  Lord  God  created  all  things,  of  which  I 
have  spoken,  spiritually,  before  they  were  naturally  upon  the  face 
of  the  earth." 

Again:  Moses  3:9:  "And  out  of  the  ground  made  I,  the  Lord  God, 
to  grow  every  tree ,  naturally,  that  is  pleasant  to  the  sight  of  man; 
and  man  could  behold  it.  And  it  became  also  a  living  soul.  For  it 
was  spiritual  in  the  day  that  I  created  it;  for  it  remaineth  in  the 
sphere  in  which  I,  God,  created  it,  yea,  even  all  things  which  I 
prepared  for  the  use  of  men;  and  man  saw  that  it  was  good  for  food. 
And  I,  the  lord  God,  planted-  the  tree  of  lif'6  also  in  the  midst  of 
the  garden,  and  also  the  tree  of  knowledge  of  good  and  evil." 

From-  this  I  gather:  that  God  prepared  all  things  for  eternal 
duration  and  for  the  joy  and  benefit  of  man,  and  it  is  just  as  rea- 
sonable for  me  to  beleive  that  they  will  become  as  adaptable  for 
the  joy  and  blessing  of  the  immortal  being,  as  they  are  now  adapt- 
able to  his  mortal  probation.   Their  perfection  may  also  be  greater 
in  their  immortal  .condition,  like  unto  that  which  we  contemplate  for 
ourselves,  and  our  enjoyment  of, them  becomes  more  perfect. 

What  could  we  think  to  ask  for,  more  lovely  even  for  heaven, 
■than  that  which  this  beautiful'  world  provides  'to  please  the  eye,  the 
•ear,  the  taste,  the  smell,  the  touch,  and  even  the  contemplation  of 
them  gives,  a  joy  beyond  expression;  and  all  these  things  were  con- 
ceived in  the, mind  and  will"  of  God  before  he  transferred  tzs  from  our 
spiritual  home,  for  cur  joy  and  progress.  Yet  Paul  says:  "Eye  hath  not 
seen  nor  ear  heard  neither  hath  it  entered  the  heart  of  man  the   - 
things  which  God  has  prepared  for  those  "who  love  him,  but  he  hath 
revealed  it  unto  us  by  his  Spirit."   1st. Cor.  2:9. 

How  why  should  we  think  it  strange  to  beleive  that  the  things 
of  earth  are  .only  a  likeness  of  the  things  of  heaven  and  activity  is 
carried  on  in  che  heavens  as  on  earth?       ..  • 

Teaching  in  Heaven:  Moses  6:63:  "And  behold,  all  things  have 
their  likeness,  and  all  things  are  created  and  made  to  bear  record 
of  me,  both  things  which  are  temporal,  and  things  which  are  spirit- 
ual;, things  which  are  in  the  heavens  above,  and  things  which  are  on 
the  earth,  and  things  which  are  in  the  earth,  and  things  which  are 
under  the  earth,  both  above  and  beneath:  all  things  bear  record  of 
me. " 

We    belisvc  Christ  commenced  a  vicarious  work  of  teaching  thu 
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spirits  who  failed  to  learn  and  do  His  will  while  they  liv6d  in  the 
flesh. 

Are  you  or  1  able  to  give  the  limits  of  this  wonderful  work 
which  is  taking  place? 

Will  you  allow  your  mind  to  beleive  that  our  Heavenly  Father 
does  all  the  work  and  teaching  necessary  for  His  myriads  of  children 
while  they  look  on  during  eternity?    We  do  not  learn  musical  instru- 
ments except  by  practice;  so  in  all  other  things. 

Could  you  imagine  yourself  eternally  happy  if  eternally  idle? 
Such  a  thought  makes  reason  stare.  I  am  constrained  to  believe  that 
Father  has  great  need  for  teachers  in  the  Heavens  as  upon  the  earth. 

Experience  impels  me  to  believe  that  nothing  is  obtained  except 
by  effort;  we  must  obey  the  law  upon  which  the  blessing  is  predica- 
ted.  Therefore  if  we  would  become  perfect  musicians  in  heaven,  we 
must  be  taught  1   If  we  would  make  a  perfect  instrument  we  must  be 
taught  I  and  so  on. 

But  let  us  remember  some  of  the  advanced  and  sublime  sciences 
which  men  are  studying  today  --■•  even  the  sciences  of  astronomy,  Bot- 
any, Biology,  Electricity,  Geology,  Agriculture,  etc.,  etc.,  without 
number.   Would  they  give  us  joy  by  just  beholding  thorn  without  any 
effort  put  forth  to  learn  them?  Will  evolution  be  interesting?  Will 
Astronomy  be  inviting?  Will  Geology  in  all  its  many  phases  attract 
our  attention? 

Have  you  thought  of  the  wonderful  variation  of  the  flora  of 
the  earth  as  you  look  at  their  wonderful  bloom?   Imagine  if  you  can, 
yourself  studying  in  a  class  in  the  heavens,  learning  how  to  conceive 
another  bloom,  even  more  beautiful  and  flavoured  with  a  sweeter  per- 
fume than  any  yet  known;  or  in  a  class  studying  the  creation  of  in- 
sects and  animal  life,  their  purpose  and  use;  a  bird,  with  prettier 
feather  and  more  lovely  song;  a  tree  with  more  beautiful  fruit  and 
shade  to  beautify  the  earth.' 

We  need  not  continue  the  enumeration,  because  if  you  can  see 
how  pleasing  it  is  to  man  now.  and  what  tremendous  value  their 
study  is  to  him  on  this  earth,  then  we  may,  in  a  small  degree,  real- 
ize why  the  Saviour  said:  "Thy  will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  done 
in  heaven,"  "For  the  Glory  of  God  is  intelligence"  and  there  is  no 
end  to  His  word  nor  His  works. 

It  is  the  great  Glory  of  God  to  have  His  children  become  co- 
workers with  Him  in  all  things.  He  is  the  author  of  all  our  accom- 
plishments, whether  in  heaven  or  on  earth,  and  great  and  glorious 
are  His  works;  and  with  eternal  youth  as  an  inheritance  and  Gods  for

The    put-it-offs   never  make   up    their  minds, 
Intending   to    do    it    tomorrow  -- 
And   so    they  delay  from  day    to   day  -- 
Till   business   dwindles    and    ps  of  its   decay, 
And    their  days    are   full    of   sorrow.

The  following  is  a  report  of  President  Samuel  Martin's  Tour 
into  Rhodesia; 

It  was  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  have  the  companionship  of 
Elder  Marion  L.  Allred  to  accompany  me  from  Mafeking  into- Rhodesia , 
to  take  care  of  the  baptisms  of  the  two  sons  of  brother  and  sister 
lubber  of  Shangani ,  Southern  Rhodesia.   It  being  cheaper  to  take  an 
Excursion  to  the  Palls  and  return  to  Zimbabwe  Ruins,  calling  at 
Shangani  on  our  return,  we  did  so. 

We  had  many  opportunities  of  making  known  the  Restoration  of 
the  Gospel,  and  we  found  the  people  very  ready  and  pleased  to  hear 
our  message  during  our  travels. 

At  Zimbabwe  Hotel,  I  inquired  of  the  Proprietor  if  the  guests 
of  the  Hotel  would  care  to  have  me  address  them  on  "Salt  lake  City 
and  the  Mormon  People."   He  introduced  me  in  the  Drawing  Room  where 
I  inquired  of  them.  They  intimated  their  pleasure  and  from  about  8:0 
to  10:30  P.M.  we  conducted  a  very  pleasant  talk,  and  answering  of 
questions,  for  which  some  very  complimentary  remarks  were  passed  of 
their  pleasure  in  being  more  correctly  informed  of  the  place  and  peo- 
ple. 

At  Shangani  we  held  a  very  impressive  Baptismal  Service  for 
the  two  sons  of  Brother  and  Sister  Walter  Taylor  Jubber,  namely: 
Wm.  Alexander  and  Walter  Taylor  Jubber  Jr. 

A  few  friends  had  gathered  at  5:30  P.M.  when  I  addressed  them 
on  the  principle  and  significance  of  baptism,  then  repaired  to  a 
pre-arranged  spot  and  performed  the  sacred  ordinance.   On  our  return 
Elder  Marion  L.  Allred  addressed  twenty  who  had  gathered  on  other 
principles  of  the  Gospel  for  nearly  an  hour.  I  then  made  some  remarks 
and  asked  if  they  would  like  to  be  dismissed,  but  with  unanimous 
consent  they  desired  us  to  continue  our  address  which  we  did  till 
9:30  P.M.   After  the  visitors  had  left,  we  held  a  confirmation  and 
Sacramental  Service,  and  then  continued  our  conversation  till  11:P.M. 

It  was  a  great,  joy  to  see  the  keen  and  earnest  interest  mani- 
fested in  our  message,  and  their  desire  for  further  instruction. 

We  visited  Mr.  Spragg  and  his  Son  who  were  patients  in  the 
Bulawayo  Memorial  Hospital;  they  are  Father  and  brother  of  Sister 
Plorrie  Spragg  Greenberg  of  Bloemf on tein ;  both  were  making  rapid  pro- 
gress toward  recovery  from  surgical  operations. 

The  Victoria  Palls  were  beautiful  in  their  aweful  grandeur, for 
a  width  of  one  and  a  quarter  miles  a  large  volume  of  water  rushes 
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over  a  fall  of  four  hundred  and  r.i notion  feet  into  an  unknown  depth 
helovv.  It  is  then  concentrated  within  a  short  distance  into  a  ra- 
vine of  about  fifty-five  feet  in  widttfi.  the  bottom  of  which  they 
have  not  been  able  to  decide;  yet  it  lays  four  hundred  and  five  feet 
beneath  the  road  bridge  which  spans  the  river. 

Hear  to  the  Falls  in  the  forest  of  trees,  the  spray  constantly 
falls  in  a  very  heavy  rain  which  penetrates  all  except  heavy  water- 
proof overcoats,   Up  the  river  a  short  distance  there  are  to  be  seen 
wild  hippopotamus  and  many  large  Baboons,  which  look  at  tourists 
with  suspicion,  keeping  out  of  their  way  by  ten  or  fifteen  yards 
but  make  no  pretence  of  fear. 

The  Zimbabwe  Ruins  are  situated  in  a  very  charming  spot.  The 
Temple  and  fortifications  cover  some  ten  or  fifteen  acres  of  cur- 
ious walls,  passages,  outlooks  and  conical  towers.  The  wal] s  are 
about  live  feet  wide  built  of  granite,  the  outsides  being  built 
with  carefully  cut  blocks  of  about  six  feet  by  nine  feet,  varying 
somewhat. 

One  very  wonderfully  fortified  position  is  considerably  ele- 
vated with  huge  rocks,  the  approach  to  which  is  by  well  fortified 
paths,  and  very  norrow  passage  ways r    Then  surrounded  by  fortifica- 
tions at  the  top,  with  passages  under  these  huge  boulders  opening 
up  to  different  view  points.   Some  of  these  boulders  would  measure 
nearly  twenty  by  fifty  feet  high,  with  passage  ways  up  between  or 
under  them,  on  an  elevation  of  .-about  two  hundred  feet  from  the  val- 
ley below  surrounded  with  a  made  up  fortification  wall  about  five 
or  six  feet  wide,  with  enclosure  room  for  a  few  hundred  persons. 
We  were  informed  that  there  were  a  chain  of  these  ancient  fortifi- 
cations which  extend  for  many  miles  nearly  to  the  East  Coast. 

The  Hotel  accommodation  is  very  pleasant  comprising  a  number 
of  thatched  bungalows.  The  drawing  room  is  a  place  by  itself  as  if 
a  private  home  in  a  little  model  village.  The  Hotel  dining  room  an- 
other. The  bed-rooms  the  same,  also  the  garage  --  covering  a  space 
of  about  five  acres.  The  government  refuses  any  other  class  of  mod- 
ern buildings  to  be  put  up  around  this  part. 

Just  prior  to  entering  into  the  Ruins  is  what  is  known  as  the 
Acropolis,  where  Major  Wilson  made  his  last  great  stand  in  the  1894 
Rebellion  when  he  and  his  gallant  band  were  all  massacred.   His  bones 
however  have  since  been  removed  to  another  place. 

We  did  not  take  more  time  than  what  wo  were  compelled  to  do 
for  sight-seeing,  spending  only  one  day  at  each  place  in  harmony 
with  scheduled  train  service. 

We  felt  fully  repaid  for  our  trip  and  received  great  kindness 
from  Brother  and  Sister  Jubber  and  family,  and  every  courtesy  from 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spafford,  the  proprietors  of  the  Zimbabwe  Hotel. 

The  country  generally  is  one  of  pleasant  landscape,  with  a 
super-abundance  of  grass  along  the  whole  route  from  Mafeking  to  the 
IFallS;  and  back  to  Zimbabwe,  and  looks  as  if  it  could  support  mill- 
ions of  cattle  and  sheep,  more  than  we  saw. 

The  Native  population  are  keenly  interesting  in  the  nude-  or 
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native  covering.  Tiir-iy  meet  the  :,ra:in  at  every  siding  with  their 
curious  handiwork  of  carvings,  skins ,  etc.,  and  although  they  all 
appeared  to  be  in  perfect  physical  health  --  they  would  ask  for 
food . 

One  peculiar  thing  impressed  us:  along  the  whole  route  and 
throughout  the  native  districts,  although  the  old  and  young,  men 
and  maidens,  showed  no  timidity  of  being  seen  in  their  native  dress. 
nude  or  little  covering  --  they  would  not  be  photographed  without 
pay.  They  would  stand  and  be  photographed  for  six  pence  each,  other- 
wise they  would  scatter  and  avoid  the  camera. 

Those  of  the  white  population  who  had  close  association  with 
the  native,  often  spoke  of  the  principles  of  purity,  which  wore 
strictly  maintained  until  they  came  into  contact  with  missions  and 
white  people  --  when  a  ESgret.ably  different  story  could  be  told. 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  give  any  report  on  my  Union  tour  at 
this  time  other  than  to  say  the  work  of  the  Lord  is  growing.
